ho w to build a railro ad. 
T he ideas ex­ 
pressed by the peo ple o f Sterling and 
K >ck Fall# were so peculiar th a t we 
no te a few. 
We co py fro m the S te r l ­ 
ing Gazette: 
Mr. Tho mas (» alt who was chairm an 
o f the meeting, said ' he believed the 
terminus o f the ro ad co uld be secured 
by an effo rt. 
Ho believed the N o r th ­ 
western wanted to go thru Bo ck Fails 
and tho ught if the two to wns wo uld 
make expenses o f getting acro ss the 
river between the to wns light fo r the 
co mpany th a t the 
ro ad 
wo uld co me. 
He suggested that the co st o f a wago n 
and railro ad bridge hero be shared by 
th<* electric railro ad co mpany and the 
two to wns as well as the No rthwestern 
which wo uld make the expense light 
fo r each. 
A letter fro m President H ughitt o f 
the No rthwestern was then read by 
Mr. Galt. 
In the letter Mr. H ughitt 
thanked Mr. Galt fo r his Interest in 
the new line “ which has been decided 


u p o n , ’ and said “ co nsideratio ns o f co st 
determined the po int o f intersectio n 
with the main line at. the o ast side o f 
Ho ck river. 
The metho d o f o perating 
the line after co mpletio n has no t yet 
been co nsidered. 
i 
have no do ubt 
ho wever, th a t yo ur peo ple will 
be 
effectively acco mmo dated.” 
Mr. Galt deduced fro m this letter 
and fro m the articles o f inco rpo ratio n 
th at the co mpany eo nld be induced to 
co me there and suggested the selectio n 
o f a co mmittee to wait upo n Mr. Hugh" 
itt at o nce. 
Dixo n is already mo ving 
in the m atter and 
he urged pro mpt 
actio n o n the part o f the peo ple t h e r e “ 
T h e T eleg r a p h has no t, ho wever, 
o bserved any decided mo vement amo ng 
Dixo n peo ple to co nduct the affairs o f 
th at great railro ad co mpany. 
Atty. C. L. Sheldo n 
was the next 
speaker and he “ suggested that by the 
railro ad go ing eo uth fro m Sterling and 
Ho ck Falls o n the west side o f the ca­ 
nal feeder, wo uld save the co st o f a 
bridge o ver the feeder, wo uld no t make 
the ro ad much lo nger than go ing to 
Nelso n, and wo uld traverse a wide 
stretch o f rich co untry between the 
Burlingto n ro ad at Tampico and the 
Ho ck Island ro ad th at is no t to uched 
by any ro ad. The No rthwestern m ight 
get into the two cities by leasing the 
right to enter o ver the C. B. A <v> fro m 
Sto ne Statio n, which wo uld save the 
expense » o f a feeder 
bridge, 
river 
bridge and co nsiderable tra c k .’’ 
So it wo uld appear t h a t o ur neigh­ 
bo rs at Sterling wo uld o perate the C. 
B. A q> , as well as the 
great N o rth­ 
western ! 
Atty. F. K. Andrews “ suggested that 
the railro ad secure a righ t o f 
way in 
the strip o f land o ne hundred feet wide 
that the go vernment o wns alo ng the 
weH bank o f the Hennepin canal feed­ 
er. 
He said the go vernment purpo sed 
to build a railro ad o f its o wn alo ng the 
canal to haul ro ck and o ther supplies 
needed in co mpleting 
the canal and 
suggested t h a t the No rthwestern build 
its line alo ng the canal and haul this 
freight, 
if the railro ad 
wanted to 
avo id the co st o f a feeder bridge they 


could get into Sterling by cro ssing the 
river ju^t east o f the go vernment dam, 


but this w ould no t get the ro ad 
into

“ Mr. Galt pro po sed the ro ad might 
use the piers erected fo r the Co lder 
ro ad bridge. 


Ho n. C. C. Jo o nso n seems to have 
taken in the situatio n quite fully and 
co nfesses that the No rth-Western peo ­ 
ple kno w what they are abo ut. 
He 
co nsiders the new line a so rt o f a co al 
car plug, anyway, and Dixo n is no t in 
it. 
Mr. Jo hnso n said he was “ in favo r 
o f everything th at wo uld benefit tbe 
to wns: he liked to see them pull to geth ­ 
er, in fact he ho ped to so o n see the day 
when Sterling and Ho ck Falls wo uld 
be o ne stro ng big to wn instead o f two 
small o nes. 
W hile he wanted the t e r ­ 
minus hero , he believed it wo uld be 
well to lo o k at bo th sides o f the ques­ 
tio n,so the co mmittee th at go2 8 to Chi­ 
cago will be prepared to meet a r gu­ 
ments that may be bro ught up by the 
co mpany. 
T he po licy o f the No rth- 
Western had always bten to build 
no rth and no rthwest and th a t if the 
ro ad was to build so uth it wo uld be to 
g' tco al. 
When the eo ai sheds were 
mo ved fro m Sterling to Nelso n so me 
yi-ars ago the co mpany's o bject was to 
build a line so uth fro m that place 
to the co al fields, but po -tpo ned actio n 
in the m atter o n acco unt o f having 
to build a do uble track, etc. 
The pri­ 
mary o bject o f the new ro ad Is to haul 
co al and no t freight and passengers. 
Mr. Jo hnso n po inted o ut the co nven­ 
ience and lo w co st o f the Nelso n ro ute 
as co mpared with a line thro ugh Ho ck 
Falls, ar.d did no t o elieve eno ugh extra 
business co uld be secured to w arrant 
the extra expense and time required to 
r in trains thro ugh Sterling and Ho ck 
Falls. 
He said there was no danger o f 
the terminus go ing to Dixo n as th a t 
city co uld never be a co aling 
statio n 
o wing to its steep grades.” 
Frank W. W heeler o f Ho ck Falls 
said he “ believed the terminus wo uld 
be lo cated in the two cities and th a t 
there was no do ubt abo ut the co m­ 
pany’s desire to reach Ho ck Falls o n 
acco unt o f the eno rmo us freight bus­ 
iness there. 
He suggested 
th a t the 
co mpany use the material in its Nelso n 
bridge fo r a bridge acro ss the feeder 
and th a t the main line be run o n the 
so uth side o f the river thru Ho ck Falls 
o ver to Sterling o ver a new bridge. 
Running the main line o n the so uth 
side wo uld save the expense o f raising 
I its tracks o n the no rth Bide made neco e- 
j sary by the go vernment dam .”

After so me mo re talk, it was decided 
to select a co mmittee to go to Chicago 
as so o n as a date fo r an interview can 
be secured to co nfer with President 
Hugh itt. 
It is a little strange th at amo ng all 
suggestio ns abo ut cro ssing the Ho ck it 
wa> no t suggested by so me o f the able 
speakers, no w th a t winter is co ining 
o n, th a t the No rthwestern m ight cro ss 
o n the ice. 
And where were tho se numero us lead ­ 
ing citizens who , a few years ago , 
claimed th a t the Hennepin canal wo uld 
cer tainly dry up the stream at S te rl­ 
ing and belo w-, th a t they were no t 
ready to suggest th a t there wo uld be 
no tro uble after the canal is in o pe ra ­ 
tio n in fo rding Ho ck River?

Springs City , 
with 27,085; Loadviil»
